REMARKS 

Election of Species for Claims 1 and 13 

On page 2 of the Office Action, in paragraph 1, the Examiner indicates that claims 1 and 
13 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising a first polymer 
comprising a sulfonated polyarylene polymer and a second polymer comprising a hydrocarbon 
polymer sulfonate other than a sulfonated polyarylene polymer. 

The Examiner indicates that Applicants are required to elect an ultimate species for each 
of the first and second polymer electrolytes.
